State law requires that city fathers approve the final 
figures at tonight's meeting One key element of this year's 
budget is salary increases for city employes It was original­ 
ly proposed that municipal workers receive a $30 across the1 
board wage hike However, it was later suggested that this 
across-the-board increase could be raised to $80 it a $1 in 
crease in the monthly garbage collection is approved 
The council is expected to vote on this proposal, which 
would increase the monthly collection fee from Si to $2. 
before voting on approval of the budget Some cit\ employes, 
however, are dissatisfied at even the prospect of an $80 wage 
hike City street and alley, sanitation and cemetery workers 
last Thursdav and Friday voted three times to strike 


However, Friday morning, they finally decided to return to 
their jobs pending the outcome of the final budget discussions 
tonight 


Gary Johnson, city sanitation superintendent, and a 
spokesman for the city street and alley department reported 
that all employes were on the job Monday morning. The 
workers indicated Friday they would meet Tuesday morning 
to discuss the outcome of tonight’s council meeting regarding 
their salary requests 


Several workers stated Friday that it they are not satisfied 
with salary decisions at tonight's council meeting they w ould 
participate in a work stoppage 


In other action,the city is expected to receive the resigna­ 
tion of Fire Prevention Chief Chester Anderson, 50. a 26 
year veteran of the department.

Evacuation plans finalized 


BEIRU T, Lebanon <AP> - The U.S. 
Embassy 
announced 
today 
that 
its 
evacuation of Americans and others 
from Beirut Tuesday would be by road 
convoy to Damascus. 
Chartered planes will fly the evacuees 
immediately from the Syrian capital to 
Athens, embassy sources in the Greek 
capital reported. 
There was speculation that ships of the 
U.S. 6th Fleet would be standing by off­ 
shore to take the evacuees off should the 
overland route be declared unsafe But 
there was no confirmation of this from 
the Embassy. 
A road convoy also was planned for the 
1 Embassy’s first evacuation, in mid-June 
But because of hostilities along the route, 
the Navy removed the 110 Americans 
and 157 other foreigners who wanted to 
leave. 
The response to the U.S. government’s 


second warning that Americans should 
leave Lebanon has not been great The 
Embassy said 125 Americans, 36 non- 
American dependents and 
176 other 
foreigners 
had 
registered 
to 
go. 
However, the number was expected to 
increase 
Embassy records show more than 1,000 
American citizens still in Lebanon, but 
most of them are of Lebanese birth with 
dual Lebanese and American citizenship 
As the countdown for the evacuation 
began, the joint Palestinian and leftist 
Lebanese Moslem command reported 
right-wing Christian forces launched 
their

tank-supported 
attack 
at 
daybreak 
against 
the 
Palestinians' 
besieged Tal Zaatar refugee camp in 
southeast Beirut after a nightlong ar­ 
tillery barrage. 
“ The attack 
is 
coming from

fronts,” seid a communique “ Hand-to- 


hand combat now rages in several parts 
of thecamp” 
Christians and Moslems also made hit- 
and-run raids during the night along the 
two-mile 
line 
separating 
Beirut’s 
Moslem and Christian sectors. Hospital 
and security sources estimated more 
than 80 persons killed and too wounded 
during the night. 
The leftists reported Syrian troops 
were making a machinegun attack on the 
Nahr el Bared refugee camp on the 
eastern edge of Tripoli, the Moslems' 
largest city in northern Lebanon The 
communique said the Palestinians were 
returning the fire 
Both the Moslems and the Christians 
reported that the Syrians were moving 
more troops and tanks into Solar, a 
summer resort 12 miles east of Beirut 
that controls a mountain pass on the 
Beirut-D am ascus 
highway

Ford planned to meet with members of 
the New York and New Jersey delega 
tions this week at the White House while 
Reagan tried to sway delegates with 
telephone 
calls 
from 
his 
California 
ranch 
Ford scheduled a news conference for 
this afternoon as Reagan started what he 
said would be a two-week vacation at his 
688-acre ranch in the coastal mountains 
near Santa Barbara 


‘ 1 think I've got some more fences to 
put up I'll be digging some post holes, 
generally working around the place,” he 
said after the last 55 of 2,259 delegates to 
the convention were elected Saturday in 
Utah and Connecticut 
The selection of delegates to the Aug. 
16 19 convention ended Saturday with 
Ford sweeping all 35 in Connecticut and 
Reagan taking all 20 in Utah 


With all 2,259 delegates for the conven­ 
tion now selected, The Associated Press 
count 
of 
announced 
or 
mandated 
delegate votes shows 1.066 for Ford and 
1,020 for Reagan, with 172 uncommitted 
and 1 for Sen. Howard Baker, R-Tenn. It 
takes 1,130 to win. The AP count does not 
include those merely leaning toward one 
or the other 


With Reagan trailing Ford by 46 votes, 
the nomination is in the hands ot the 172 
uncommitted delegates, many ot whom 
have met or talked on the telephone with 
both Reagan and Ford in recent weeks 
The Washington Post reported today 
that some unnamed “ top aides and sup 
porters” of Reagan have said privately 


that he will be unable to win the GOP 
presidential nomination 
The newspaper said some ol these 
aides feel Reagan s chances for success 
were lost to days ago when Ford cap 
tured a majority of North Dakota’s 18 
delegates 
However, Michael 
K 
Deaver. the 
Reagan campaign’s chief of stall, denied 
that North Dakota had been a setback, 
telling The Associated Press, ” 1 believe 
we got in North Dakota exactly what we 
planned for." 
Deaver said the campaign stall will 
prepare a daily memo with a list of un 
committed delegates tor Reagan to 
telephone 
Neither Reagan nor any ot his aides 
would say exactly how they expect to pull 
oil their upset, how they are going to defy 
the numbers in the delegate count 


“ I'm optimistic, but 
1 don’t think 
anyone will really know until 1 he first 
ballot is counted,” Reagan said in an in­ 
terview on the flight home from Salt 
Lake City, 


But Reagan and his aides listed seven 
states where they say they have especial 
ly good hopes ol winning uncommitted 
delegates: Mississippi, New Jersey, New 
York. 
Pennsylvania, South Carolina, 
Virginia and West Virginia 
Deaver said he believes the remaining 
uncommitted delegates are people who 
find both Ford and Reagan acceptable, 
and that the issue in their minds is 
whether Ford or Reagan stands a better 
chance of beating Democratic nominee

Investigators say they have compiled 
new clues which they believe will lead to 
the capture of three men who kidnaped 26 
Chowchilla school children and their bus 
driver. 
The 27 escaped unharmed more about 
28 hours later. 
“ We have a gut feeling that we are get­ 
ting closer,” Madera County Sheriff Ed 
Bates said Sunday. 
At the Alameda County sheriff’s office, 
Lt. Ed Volpe said detectives had been 
given information by a man in Sonora, 65 
miles northeast of the kidnap scene, 
“ that pinpoints where (the suspects) 
were on specific dates last year.” 
And Jack Baugh, criminal division 
chief for the Alameda sheriff’s office, 
predicted authorities would be able to 
identify one or more of the abductors 
today or Tuesday. 
“ Right now we re optimistic that our 
investigative 
leads 
are 
developing 
toward some positive information that 
we think will take us to a suspect,” said 
Baugh. 


But despite “ an astronomical amount 
of physical evidence,” Baugh admitted 
that investigators still had not establish­ 
ed a motive. “ The only thing we have at 
this time is a kidnap,” he said. “ As to 
whether it was by terrorists or for ran­ 
som. I don’t know.” 
The 26 children and their driver, on a 
homeward-bound 
run 
from 
summer 
school, were forced at gunpoint from 
their bus and herded into two small vans 
near 
the 
Madera 
County 
town 
of 
Chowchilla. a small farming community 
in the heart of the San Joaquin Valley. 
Their captors drove them nearly 100 
miles to a gravel quarry near Livermore 
in Alameda County in the southern San 
Francisco Bay area and forced them into 
an underground bunker constructed on 
an old truck bed. The captives dug their 
way out Friday night after the three 
masked men left. 


Composite drawings of two suspects 
and detailed descriptions of ail three men 
believed responsible for the kidnaping 
were released Sunday along with one 


complete and one partial license number 
of the two vans. 
While investigators searched for three 
suspects. Bates would not rule out the 
possibility “ four were involved.” He 
declined to elaborate 
Despite progress, Bates was angered 
by the F B I’s withdrawal from the case 
Saturday 


“ Their 
sudden 
and 
unexpected 
withdrawal in the middle of the in 
vestigation left a vaccuum that w as very 
difficult to fill and taxed the resources of 
the state and county and hindered our in­ 
vestigation,” Bates said in a telegram 
Sunday to U.S. Atty. Gen Edward Levi 
and President Ford 


The FB I said the case was not in its 
jurisdiction since no state lines were 
crossed or a ransom demanded 


Bates received three photographs from 
Alameda County which Baugh said were 
of "possible suspects ‘ Baugh believed 
there was a “ good possibility" one of the 
three was involved in the kidnaping

JE F F E RS O N CITY, Mo. <AP> - Ear­ 
ly in the campaign for his party’s guber­ 
natorial nomination, state Sen. William 
Cason said the state Democratic party 
could not afford a hard and devisive 
primary in the race for governor. 
And Cason's hope that such a primary 
battle not materialize has been fulfilled 
Both he and his opponent, Joe Teasdale. 
have chosen to attack incumoent Gov. 
Christopher S. Bond, rather than each 
other. 
“ We need a man in the governor's of­ 
fice who knows what it’s like to have 
worked for a living," Cason frequently 
says as he campaigns toward the Aug 3 
primary 


Teasdale, former Jackson County pro­ 
secuting attorney, says he’ll get rid of 
most of the members of the Public Ser­ 
vice Commission if elected, contending 
those presently in the utility-regulating 
agency are “ partisan political buddies” 
of Bond’s. 
Evidence 
that 
the 
Democratic 
gubernatorial primary has not made any 
political waves was shown in a recent 
Kansas City Star poll, which showed 
Teasdale having a slight edge over 
Cason, but with 58 per cent of those ques­ 
tioned being undecided. 
Cason, 
a 
16-year 
veteran 
of 
the 
Missouri Senate where he holds the 
leadership position of president pro tern, 
has been running for governor officially 
or unofficially for the past two years. 
Other big na^ne Democrats, such as 


Treasurer 
James 
Spainhower 
and 
Auditor George Lehr, declined to enter 
the governor’s race Bond, a Republican 
seeking re-election to a second four-year 
term, is viewed as a powerful opponent 
Cason, a lawyer from Clinton, believes 
the issues of the governor campaign are 
the lack of professionalism in govern 
ment and the handling ol the state 
budget. 
Bond's budget has “ mushroomed” 
under state reorganization, Cason says 
Teasdale, who finished third in the 
Democratic 
gubernatorial 
race 
four 
years ago, had originally filed lor the 
party s primary race for the U S Senate 
before better known candidates entered 
the race 
He sw itched to the governor's race last 
November 
saying 
“ Missouri 
state 


government needs a new and daring ap 
proach to its problems 


In addition to his criticism of the PSC, 
Teasdale has said Bond “ must give an 
account of his support for Richard M 
Nixon in 1972.” 


He has described Bond as a 
royal 
governor” w ho is continually at war with 
the legislature 
He says Bond is the 
"traditional Republican millionaire 


Cason. 51. has collected most of the 
support 
and 
endorsement 
of 
party 
regulars and has developed over the past 
several months a well anchored outstate 
organization 


Teasdale. 40. has put forth a sporadic 
campaign, but promises a last-minute 


television blitz using $100,000 in the final 
10 days of the race 


After serving six years as Henry Coun­ 
ty 
prosecuting attorney, Cason 
was 
elected to the state Senate in 1960 Since 
then. he’s become known for his efforts lo 
pass legislation in the fields of medicine, 
education and open meetings He's been 
unsuccessful, along with Bond, in getting 
the legislature to approve the Equal 
Rights Amendment 


Teasdale, 
who 
became 
known 
in 
Missouri politics by walking across the 
state lour years ago, has received some 
organizational support in.St Louis and 
Kansas City 


in recent weeks, he has altered his 
campaign to try to bring out Cason. But 
% 


the senator says he does not believe 
voters can make decisions on who’s the 


best candidate simply by one candidate’s 
criticizing of another 


Teasdale says Cason is a member of 
the Missouri Senate which is influenced 
by special interest groups and that he 
(Cason* 
could 
not 
change 
state 
government if he wanted to 


Both candidates have made campaign 
promises to lire someone if elected. 
Teasdale says he’ll lire all but James 
Mulvaney from the PSC, and Cason says 
he’ll dismiss George Camp as head of the 
Missouri prison system 
because his 
“ liberal prison policies do not fit in with 
the way we do things here in Mssouri “

This is the secret conclu sion of the 
American Indian Policy Rev iew Com­ 
mission. which was established by Con 
gress a y ear ago to inv estigate the 
federal gov ernment’s mismanagement 
of Indian ¿y lairs 


The inv estigation grew ou t of a series 
of dram atic ev ents, w hich began in Nov 
her. 19 72 As the v oters were going to the 
p olls, a coalition of Indian grou p s arriv ed 
in Washington to p rotest innu merable 
and timeless griev ances 


They first occu p ied, then v andalized, 
then looted the bu ilding hou sing the BIA 
They had discov ered hu ndreds of file 
cabinets, which contained docu mentary 
ev idence of the bu nglihg. neglect and 
betray al that hav e characterized the 
white m a n’s treatment of the Indian. 
Angrily , they sp irited the ev idence ou t of. 
Washington 


They later smu ggled the ev idence to 
u s, and we wrote a series of colu mns.

D 
S.D., accu sed the BIA of mishandling In­ 
dian money , neglecting their safety and 
failing to p rotect their p rop erty rights 
The BIA stood by indifferently , the com 
¡mission 
charges, ev en 
while 
k nown 
mobsters rip p ed off Indian land. 


Here are the details: 


The Commission collected ev idence 
that su bcontracts to dev elop land on In­ 
dian reserv ations in New Mex ico and 
Arizona were granted to firms controlled 
by "k nown u nderworld figu res ” In one 
case, a dev elop ment corp oration ap 
p rov ed by the BIA handed ou t su b 
contracts to "one of the major figu res in 
organized crime land frau d op erations in 
the entire Sou twest.” according to sworn 
testimony 


Yet incredibly . Indian Affairs Commis­ 
sioner Morris Thomp son was u np er­ 
tu rbed. He wrote that the transaction had 
occu rred ov er three y ears ago and.

' Ev en more incredibly , the commission 
cou ld find "no federal agency or au thori­ 
ty in p ossession of an accu rate assess 
ment of the total federal bu dget tor In 
dians.” 


The commission p ointed ou t. for e x a m ­ 
p le. that the BIA's bu dget "is not recon­ 
cilable” with the amou nt of money allot­ 
ted by the White Hou se’s bu dget office 
The 
BIA 
bu reau crats 
thou ght 
their 
bu dget for the cu rrent fiscal y ear was 
$9 18 million Bu t at the White Hou se, the 
figu re w as listed as $9 37 .7 million 


"It $20 million is lost in negotiations at 
the top .’’ declares the memo, "there is 


telling what gets lost on the way dow n.” 


The memo also cites the case ot the in­ 
du strial p ark that was su p p osed to be 
constru cted on Indian land Ten y ears 
ago. the Pap ago-Tu cson Dev elop ment 
Corp oration leased 80 acres for the 
dev elop ment 
Althou gh "sev eral hu n­ 
dred thou sand dollars” were inv ested in 
the p roject, the secret memo rev eals, 
"today the 8 0-acre tract is nothing bu t 
weeds and du st . ”

The memo accu ses the BIA of indif­ 
ference toward Indian abu se. The State 
of Ok lahoma. lor ex amp le, allegedly is 
"a hot bed of v iolence and harassment"

The rep ort cites the dramatic incident 
of an Indian boy who was arrested last 
F ebru a ry 
on 
break ing and-entering 
charges. A state mental hosp ital ex 
am inati on

that

disp lay ed no su icidal tendencies. Yet a 
month later, he was fou nd dead in his jail 
cell, hanging by a belt which was not his 
own.

Some farmers are going to 
the larger tandem-axle farm 
truck You recall there is a 
highway use tax on these 
trucks if the empty weight is 
over 13,000 pounds. This tax is 
on a July to June fiscal year 
and the tax return and tax 
owed are due by Aug 31 on 
trucks presently owned. If 
thev buy such a truck during 


the year, then the return is due 
by the end of the month follow­ 
ing the first month it is put in 
use. 
Tax for the whole year on 
trucks weighing 
13,000 to 
16,000 pounds is $90, for those 
over 16,000 pounds the tax is 
$120. The tax is prorated by 
the month for trucks bought 
during the fiscal year.

A farmer brought to the of­ 
fice several stalks of milo that 
were loaded in the whorl with 
aphids This milo was over 
knee high and this is a usual 
occurrence of corn leaf aphids 
in the whorl of milo before it 
heads. Upon examination, no 
green bugs were found, but 
this -is what needs to be 
observed closely. If there is 
much red in the leaf there 
could be green bugs and they 
would need to be sprayed 
Corn leaf aphids in large 
numbers per plant do very lit­ 
tle damage 
to 
the 
grain 
sorghum plant. Close observa­ 
tion should be made to be sure 
that these are not green bugs.

WASHINGTON (AP) - A 
slump in U.S. soybean output 
this year as farmers turned to 
other crops will have a major 
effect on world oilseed sup­ 
plies in 1977 but no shortages 
are expected, an Agriculture 
Department analyst says. 
Alan E. Holz of the depart­ 
ment’s Foreign Agricultural 
Service said soybean produc­ 
tion in Brazil and palm oil out­ 
put in Malaysia will continue 
to expand and give “ these key 
U.S. competitors still bigger 
chunks of world trade” in the 
year ahead. 
Although USDA has not yet 
officially estimated the 1976 
U.S. soybean harvest, it has 
been projected at around 36.7 
million metric tons or 1 35 
billion bushels, down 11 per 
cent from last year Farmers 
planted more corn and cotton 
this year and cut back on 
soybeans. 
When other oilseeds are 
taken into account, Holz said 
the 1977 world supply of meal 
is expected to be 59.3 million 
tons, a drop of 2.1 million from 
this year’s record The soy­ 
bean meal supply alone is ex­ 
pected to decline 2 6 million 
tons to 42.8 million. A metric 
ton is 2.205 pounds 
However, some other meal 
sources, including cottonseed 
and fishmeal, will be more 
productive, Holz said, 
“ Since world supplies of oil 
and meal at the beginning of 
this season were at unusually 
high levels, chances of the 1977 
slowdown leading to shortages 
appear slim at this point,’’ 
Holz said.

should adverse weather chip 
away at U.S. and foreign 
oilseed harvests in 1976, or de­ 
mand accelerate sharply," he 
said.

Brazilian

production is continuing and 
will comprise a still larger 
share of world oilseed trade 
Just five or six years ago, ILS 
soybeans made up 95 per cent 
of the trade and in 1976 fell to 
71 per cent, Holz said Next 
year the U S soybean share is 
expected to decline further to 
around 66 percent. 
Brazil has boosted soybean 
production steadily and has in­ 
creased its share of the export 
market from 13 per cent in 
1974 to 24 per cent in 1975 and 
an estimated 26 per cent this 
year Holz said Brazil could 
have 3« per cent of world soy­ 
bean exports next year 
On the oil side of the equa­ 
tion. world trade in palm oil is 
expected to rise further next 
year and provide further com 
petition for U S soybean oil, 
both domestically and in inter­ 
national markets, Holz said 
Holz’s report was in a week- 
ly 
issue of “ Foreig n 
Agriculture” published by his 
agency. He said that if soy­ 
bean prices rise U S, farmers 
will be encouraged to expand 
1977 plantings sharply 
Rising demand for soybean 
meal as a protein supplement 
for livestock feed, domestical­ 
ly and overseas, already has 
had a major impact on prices 
By early July, for example,

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Reading the economy 
no simple assignment

NEW YORK (AP) - It is 
possible that the economy will 
be the issue that determines 
whom 
we will elect in 
November as-our president for 
the next four years. But how 
do you get a reading on the 
economy? 
Fortunately, most people re­ 
ly on their own seat-of-the- 
pants feeling to make their 
decision on whether the 
economy is performing well or 
poorly. It is the thickness of 
their own wallet that carries 
the message. 
If they were to rely on those 
outpourings of statistics from 
Washington they might 
become confused, as more 
than a few economists are. 
They would, so to speak, 
wonder which number was up. 
Retail sales, for example, 
were off in May, adding addi­ 
tional evidence that 
the 
economic advance slowed ap­ 
preciably 
in 
the second 
quarter. But how much were 
they off'^ 
The Commerce Department 
initially put the decline at 1.2 
per cent from April, but we 
learned later that this really 
didn’t tell the true extent of 
the drop, This month they said 
the May drop really was 2.1 
per cent. 
A revision of that magnitude 
changes a lot of things, but the 
timing of the revision could be 
even 
more significant, 
especially if the retail sales 
figures for June are to have 
,any significance. 
Earlier this month, you see, 


the Commerce Department 
announced that retail sales re­ 
bounded* in June to 2.7 per 
cent, a report that brought joy 
to a lot of people who had 
feared consumers were being 
turned off. 
But note — that 2.7 per cent 
jump was made possible only t 
because of tne sizable: 
downward revision of the \ 
previous month. 
! 
This wasn’t the first time we 
have had such 
statistical 
maneuverings. It happens 
time after time. Sometimes, in 
fact, the Initial figures for 
* each month give the impres- 
I sion that the economy is com- 
' ing along.

Only when we go back an^ 
review the revisions do we see 
that in some instances the ad­ 
vances are made possible only 
because prior months are 
revised downward.
